Last year offenders were 
dealt with leniently, but if we wish to 
popularize hockey in this province we 
have to stamp out any syinptoms of 
rough play or rowdyisin at the outset, 
and the only way we can do that is as 
a body to mete out justice rightat the 
beginning of our career. 

Veare too often tempted to con- 
done what we see amiss in our own 
players, defending them by the plea 
of great provocation, but for the wel- 


gq | fare of the sport let us impress upon 


ourown teams that nothing will kill 
tne game or the enthusiasm of the 
public so quickly as rough play or 
rowdyism. 

Y believe in many cases the spec- 
tators require some education in 
sportman etiquette as it rests a great 
deal with the remarks of the spec- 
titors as Lo action of the players. 


We must all feel gratified - at the 


rapid extermination of professional 
hockey at their own hands. Last 
winter 1 believe professional hockey 
reached its highest point. 

This season the different clubs 
realize the price of players has become 
too great to successfully conduct a 
series and we notice a general shaking 
up of the teams.and players both east 
and.west, and it seems very doubtful 
if professional hockey will flourish in 
the east as in former years, The 
Stanley Cup to my mind has beecomea 
joke, when considered as the trophy 
held by the premier team of the 
world. The Stanley Cup to-day stands 
for not the best team Of any one city 
in Canada, buta gathering together of 
the best players into one team from 
all points in Canada or the United 
States, or in other words, if the club 
has the price it can undoubtedly hold 
the Stanley Cup, and to my mind that 
is not hockey or sport. 

1 believe, gentlemen, there should 
be and there will be put up for com- 

etition a trophy, representing strict- 
y amateur hockey, to be competed for 
by different clubs of different sections 
of the country of representative local 
players, and not one competed for by 
the pick of the Dominion on one team. 

This professionalisin — is expidiy 
solving its own solution, There will 
be professionalism without a doubt, 
but it will be on saner methods and at 
a lower financial figure in the future, 
reducing the temptation for the 
amateurs to forsake theamateur ranks 
for professionalism for a season or 
two. 

We are all off to a clean start in this 

province and may the pluyers enter 
the game for the sport and not for the 
price, 
Since our organization last year 
there has been organized in Alberta 
the Alberta Amateur Athletic Assoc- 
iation. It seems to me, after looking 
into the rules of the A.A.A.A., which 
is a branch of the C.A.A.U., it would 
be to ouradvantage to have our con- 
stitution changed and becomeaffiliated 
with the ruling athletic associations 
of the province and the Dominion, 
rather than with an organization that 
cannot give us any privileges or pro- 
tection and is thousands of miles away 
from our field of action. 

1am aware of the differenceas to the 
definition of an amateur of the two 
athletic associations, and for the very 
little difference it will make to us as 
amateurs, T would be strongly in favor 
of affiliating with the A. A. A. A. 

As the difierent clubs of Gur assoc- 
iation have not. had the time to be- 

| come thoroughly versed with the con- 
stitution, rules of the game, order of 
business, ete., if agreeable to all pre- 
sent we will not adhere strictly to 
order of business as set down in our 
book, but will allow motions to come 
before this meeting without previous 
notice. 

I wish in closing to thank the differ- 
ent members of the executive for their 
kind and loyal support to me. They 
were always ready to willingly assist 
in any manner to further the interests 
of the association and the game. 

I trust the coming years may see as 
rapid grogress in the A. A. H. A. as 
in this banner province of Alberta,and 
that the A. A. H. A. may be ‘looked 
upon as an Amateur Association, 
striving to live up to the ideals of 
amateur sportsmanship jin the true 
sense of the word Amateur.

COMING OUT AT LAST. 


The Cassels’ inquiry at Quebec 
City abundantly justifies the re- 
flection of the Royal Commis- 
sioners as to the “‘lack of con- 
science’ in the Marine Depart t- | 
ment. It also explains the enor- | 
mous cost of maintaining the | 
Dominion steamers, and the 
rapidly increasing expenditure of 
the Marine Department. Year 
after year, Consorvative members | 
have protested that the outlay on 
government ships was too large 
to be honest. There was an 
Arctic inquiry. There was in- 
vestigation of the Montcalm.

But it was found im- 
possible to bring out the impor- | 
tant facts, and a majority was 
ready to whitewash every im- 
proper matter that was brought 
to light. 


WHOLESALE CORRUPTION, 


The Royal Commissioners were 
hampered by nosuch restrictions. 
Ministers did not even know what 
Messrs. Courtney, Fyshe and 
Bazin were accomplishing until 
they had finished their work and 
made their fatal report. Mr. 
Brodeur was surprised and in- 
dignant—but had to take further 
action. Commissioner Cassels is 
holding a pretty free inquiry, and 
has no politician at his side to 
suppress the evidence. Therefore 
at the Quebec agency alone, he 
has received the admission from 
dealers with the Government that 
they have paid commissions or 
given presents to at least twenty- 
eight offlcers in the department. 
These include:

CONTRACTORS’ ADMISSION, 


James J Murphy, dealer in 
building material, swears that he 
has paid in toll to ‘government 
officers $3,803.95. 

W. R. Blakiston, sail maker, 
sold the government $3,000 of 
supplies in two years and paid 
the government agent 5 per cent. 
commission. 

F. X. Drolet made large sales 
to the government and paid the 
agent $8,143 commission. To 
otner government employees res- 
pectively he paid $1,764, $1,700, 
$1,502, $790, $740, 3464, 3400, 
$272, $200, $185, $180, $115, $140, 
$120, $105, with numerous pay- 
ments under $100. 

R. H. Gale, of the Slade Elec- 
tric Company, paid 3 1-2 to 3 3-4 
per cent. commision in three 
years on $10,000 of business. 

Patrick Murphy, saioon keeper, 
sold to the government $8,761.48 
worth of second-hand coal bags 
and other goods at 80 per cent. 
profit, and paid the officials 5 per 
cent. 

J.D. Cote, plumber, received 
some $27,000 from the govern- 
ment in three years. He says 
that he paid Inspector O’Farrell 
$100; the Captain of the Mont- 
calm $140; another captain $100 
to a whief engineer $250, and to 
another employee $75. 

Belanger & Co. say they made} 
a payment to the government 
agent. 

A. Davies, of the shipping and! 
wrecking firm of G. T. Davies 
and Sons, Levis, paid an average | 
of $500 a year for eleven years to | 
government officers in commis- 
sions. 

Thibadeau, grocer, paid 5 per 
cent. on $7,000 worth of business. | 
Another grocer paid the same | 
rate. | 

Mr. Wiggs says that he paid 
his commission in supplies on 
which he made no collections. 

E. Aymot sold $4,000 worth of | 
fireworks for the Arctic and paid 
officials 10 per cent. commission 

on the job. 

John Drolet sold meat to the! 
department, and gave the captain 
of the government ship his own 
supply at a reduced price. | 

George Marchand, boiler-maker, | 
repaired a lightship for $5,000. 
He paid a five per cent. commis- | 
sion and gave $10 and 315 each! 
to four government engineers | 
who verified his accounts.

These statements are not con- 
tradicted to any serious extent, 
though some of the officials claim |

public will understand the value 
of certificates given by officersin 
the pay of contractors. For every 
dollar which a contractor pays in 
commissions he receives many in 
extra profit. The Montcalm, the 
Arctic, and other government 
vessels have cost double the 
proper charge for maintenance, 
and this evidence explains it. 


CANNOT BE EVADED. 


It is useless for Sir Wilfrid and 
Mr. Brodeur to say that certain 
Tory officials are to blame. Most 
of the officers implicated are ap- 
pointees of the Laurier Govern- 
ment. All the contractors who 
paid the rake-off, and got extra 
profits out-of the Treasury are 
active government supporters, 
and doubtless generous campaign 
icontributore. No evidence shows 
that this system of plunder goes 
back more than eleven years. It 
is a development of the present 

regime, and has becomea regular 

way of transacting government 
business. No one supposes that 
the custom could have been con- 
tinued so: long, and grown s0 
general without the knowledge of 
men much higher in the adminis- 
tration than those mentioned. If 
some of the surviving officers 
appointed by Conservatives are 
in the inner circle, the managers 
of the machine have made them 
as bad as themeelves. 


IT IS NOT NEW. 


Most of the facts brought to 
light at Quebec could have been 
discovered long ago if the Parlia- 
mentary inquiry had not been 
blocked. The Arctic inquiry was 
held in 1906, but was so restrict- 
ed by government action and the 
ruling of the majority that the 
inside facts could not be dis- 
covered. It was held by the maj- 
certificates of 
officers proved the prices to be 
right. Now these very officers 
are under suspension, and we are 
told that they are to be prosecuted 
for corruption. in the Merwin 
inquiry two years ago, it was 
made clear that the Government 
was paying in some cases more 
than double the proper price for 
machinery and supplies bought 
in enormous quantities by the 
Marine Department. This was 
established in the face of gov- 
ernment obstruction of all sorts. 
There was ample ground for 
prosecution at that stage, but the 
majority whitewashed everything. 


WATCH THE PROSECUTION. 


The government now announces 
intention of prosecuting both 
contractors and officials. We 
shall see how far that will go. 
But prosecutions should not be 
limited to the Marine Depart- 
ment, or to subordinate officials 
or to small contractors. If a sail 


-|maker has paid $150 to get $3,000 


worth of business, the officer who 
took it ought to be punished. 
But what about a party leader 
who gets $36,000 as the price of 
assisting a contractor to obtain a 
government dredging contract? 
What about the officers who 
assieted middiemen to obtain 2 
rake-off on sales of land to the 
Intercolonial, the rake-off on one 
transaction being several times 
larger than the whole amount of 
the Quebec commissions? 


PATRONAGE, 


The government now promises 
to abolish the whole patronage 
list in the Marine Department. 
That is a good undertaking, and 
we shall see how it is carried out. 
But why should not the rule be 
extended to the Railway Depart- 
ment, the Department of Public 
Works, and every other branch 
of the public business? 


AN AWFUL RECORD. 


The complete financial state- 
ment to the end of October is now 
issued. Jt shows decreased rev- 
enue in every department except 
public works, as compared with 
last’ year, and for the seven 
months a devreuse in every 
department except the Post Office.

He urged 
those present to give, and give 
liberally, and help on this great 
movement. . 

W. A. Geddes was the next 
speaker. He saidthis was one of 
the greatest movements on earth. 
He was giad the time had come 
when a man could talk with his 
neighbor on matters of religion 
without being called a hypocrite. 
The time has come when a man 
is not only working for his town 
and for his country, but for the 
uttermost parts of the earth. 
1,000,000,000 people are yet in 
darkness. Six hundred million 
will go down into darkness in the 
next 21 years unless we help. He 
spoke of tne awful superstition in 
China. A mother watched her 
sick child, it was dying. Shedare 
not touch it. The demons must 
have it to punish her. No hope 
for her darling. It must die. The 
cart was approaching the house 
to take her babe from her to the 
burial ground. It was still alive. 
The mother-in-law said the 
demon must be palliated, and the 
little one, still alive, is thrown 
into the cart with other bodies, to 
die on the way, and taken to the 
open grave where they are dump- 
ed in and covered with lime. Oh, 
the horror of it. ‘‘We must help” 
said the speaker. He said some 
people claimed we could not 
evangelize the world, but he said 
we could with God’s help, and 
God was helping in this move- 
ment. It reminded him of an old 
woman picking at a mountain 
with a pin. She made no im- 
pression on it, but God blew that 
mountain to atoms in a moment. 
If he is back of this movement it 
has to go on. We are put here as 
witnesses for the master. $4,500,- 
000 would pay Canada,s share of 
this great evangelistic work. We 
have 900,000 church members in 
this country. Ten cents a Sunday

C. Lowe spoke next. He open- 
ed by speaking of the great 
privilege afforded the people of 
this age to work for God.

It should make us blush when 
we think what-we have done for 
missions.

It seems’a shame to 
mention it. Speaking of local 
missions he said there were lum- 
ber camps where the worc of God 
was never heard. We want 1600 
missionaries instead of 300 if we 
intend to do ourduty. Just think, 
one dies every moment, 120 have 
died since we came here, without 
the word of God. It is time we 
started to work, 

Mr. Cushing was glad to be 
here to-night. He had the honor 
of being placed on a committee 
of laymen. He had been greatly 
interested in the movement. He 
was still interested. He had 
always contributed liberall and 
thought he did his duty. But 
when he heard the speakers on 
this Lay movement he saw. how 
far estray he had been. He was 
an enthusiast in this movement. 
It started in a prayer meeting, 
and will continue in a prayer 
meeting. We allow: the many 
other things to take up our time 
0 ‘that we fail to give proper 
attention to our’ prayer, our 
vision becomes obscure, and we 
cannot see our way clear. We 
must not forget our duty to the 
master. This movement is going 
to break down barriers between 
churches. Presbyterians will 
think Baptists can preach, and 
Episcopalians will think Method- 
ists oan preach good sermons. If 
this movement will break down 
barriers between Christian Lay- 
men it will be a great work. He 
felt it would not matter to him 
what church he worshipped in if 
the gospel was preached aright.

A Twentieth Century Crusade 


The fundamental lesson 
Christians need to learn today is 
that love—burning, eager, im- 
patient, indomitable love—and 
not statutes or canons, constitu- 
tions or organizations,is the power 
that will redeem and recreate the 
world. Such love springs only 
from the perfect union with God 
who is love; and the means to 
that union are prayer, and, above 
all, the sacraments. 

The church today does not 
pray with the sure confidence 
that its prayers will be answered 
by «an immediate revolution. 
Therefore it no longer affects the 
great mass of the life of the 
world. What reason have we, 
more than the apostles had, to 
think that God does not desire 
the regeneration of the world to- 
morrow? We say that God’s 
dealings with men show that his 
methods are infinitely patient; 
but what is that but to say that 
the infinite and untiring love 
bears patiently with the continual 
failure of men to accept the 
power which is promised to every- 
one who has faith as a grain of 
mustard seed. 

The apostles knew nothing but 
Christ crucified, risen and 
ascended; and therefore human 
life became to them a new thing. 
Man ceased, to them, to be mat- 
erial, and became spiritual, 
actually capable of being immed- 
iately filled, if he chose to sur- 
render himself, with indomitable 
power. They did not postpone 


‘the delivery of the message till 


they had built a stone church 
with marble floors. They set 
about regenerating humanity 
wherever they found it. They 
knew that if they could reach the 
heart of a man and fill him with 
the comprehension of his actual 
membership in the  everliying 
Christ, he would give all that he 
had, and do all that he could, to 
bring about the immediate estab- 
lishment of Christ’s kingdom of 
pence and righteousness and love. 

any of us, even of those most 
loyal to the church, need to learn 
that the eternal and inspiring 
motive for work for the church is 
the actual and vital union through 
prayer of the individual with the 
being and mind of God, so that 
each of us shall share God’s pur- 
pose, and labour with Him and 
for Him in His redemptive and 
regenerative love. 

What the church now needs is 
a crusade for a new doctrine and 
practice of prayer—spiritual, 
vital, immediate, practical. And 
that is offered now. Represan- 
tatives of seven lay brotherhoods 
in the larger Christian bodies of 
the United States met in Chicago 
last January to consider how 
they could best help each other 
in their common desire for the 
establishment of the kingdom. 
Their immediate and unanimous 
decision was that the great need 
of Christianity today is prayer, 
and they resolved to urge all 
Christians, of every name, in 
every part of the world, to ob- 
serve the first week in Advent 
next as a season of special prayer 
for the spread of the kingdom— 
prayer so earnest and heart- 
searching that all Christians will 
be led to recognize their personal 
respoasibility for the effort to 
hasten its coming. 

Let the church preach a crusade 
for tne observance of that week. 
Let it take the lead in this effort 
to develop again the need and 
nature of prayer, and to make 
men see that eternity is now; 
and that through prayer we come 
to the knowledge of God,in which 
standeth our eternal life. Power 
from on high will come today, as 
twenty centuries ago, to those 
who continue in prayer. 

God the Holy Ghost is ready 
now, as at the first Whitsunday, 
to hll His church with the power 
to revolutionize the world, but we 
do not ask him. It is too true of 
most of us that our conception of 
prayer is materialistic, magical. 
We think of it as a means of re- 
versing the laws of nature, as 
Aladdin rubbed his lamp. But 
most men no longer believe that 
kind of prayer will be answered, 
and so they do not pray. We 
rely, not on the power of the Holy 
Ghost manifested through strong, 
vital, human personality, but on 
methods, organizations, con- 
gresses, conferences and con- 
ventions. We need a revival of 
the spirit of true prayer, the 
sense of actual, perpetual com- 
munion with God, the energizing 
belief that the holy spirit will lead 


His church to immediate victory 
over every problem, however 
difficult. 

The church fears, and with 
good reason, the unnatural ex- 
citement of a preaching ‘revival.’ 
In the week of prayer we have an 
opportunity for a quiet, praying 
revival. Suggestions of topics for 
meditation and prayer for each 
day of the week are being dis- 
tributed by the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew as widely as possible. 
They are only suggestions, and, 
of necessity ,brief and inadequate. 
But if our Bishops and Clergy 
will spend the time between now 
and Advent Sunday (Nov. 29th) 
in teaching us what prayer is 
and how to pray, and if each lay- 
man will do his utmost to prepare 
his heart for the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit, and, in this week of 
prayer, will come to know God 
as never before, then surely all 
our difficulties and divisions, our 
timidities and jealousies, will 
disappear, and with one heart 
and one mind all who are mem- 
bers of the Holy Church universal] 
will press forward to the immed- 
iate establishment of the kingdom 
of the one Lord, in the one faith, 
and through the one baptism.. 

It is needlesa to point out to 
churchmen that the observance 
of the week should begin and end 
with the Eucharist. May we not 
hope that a more concerted and 
vigorous effort than ever before 
will be begun now, to bring to the 
altar on Advent Sunday every 
male communicant throughout 
the country ?—(The Living 
Church.)
